Obama To Admit Non-Citizens For Ebola 
Treatment

The government watchdog group Judicial Watch 
alleged Friday the Obama administration is 
formulating plans to admit Ebola-infected non-U.S. 
citizens into the United States for treatment. 



The group, which cited one unidentified source, said 
the administration would aim to bring Ebola 
patients into the United States for treatment within 
the first days of diagnosis, and that it's not clear 
who'd pay either for the transportation or 
treatment. 



The group alleged the plan for treatment includes 
special waivers of laws and regulations that ban the 
admission of non-citizens with a communicable 
disease; Judicial Watch cited its source saying the 
administration has not told Congress about the plan. 

"The source is concerned that the proposal is illegal; 
endangers the public health and welfare; and should 
require the approval of Congress," Judicial Watch 
stated. 



President Barack Obama has made it clear he opposes 
any travel bans to stop Ebola spreading from West 
Africa into the United States, noting Thursday "history 
shows that there is a likelihood of increased avoidance 
(that could lead to) more cases rather than less," Fox News reports . 

"The problem is that — in all the discussions that I've had thus far with experts in the field, experts in 
infectious disease ... a travel ban is less effective than the measures that we are currently instituting," 
Obama said. 



The United States has brought American citizens back for treatment of Ebola — including Dr. Kent 
Brantly and a colleague who were working in Africa with Ebola patients, both recovered, and a 
freelance photojournalist who is currently undergoing treatment. No non-U.S. citizens, though, have 
been brought here for treatment.

Infowars.com is calling for a general strike across the United States in response to the federal 
government's botched response to the Ebola outbreak and the Obama administration's refusal to 
block flights coming in from West Africa. 

Countries bordering those in West Africa impacted by the Ebola outbreak have been successful in 
stopping the spread of the virus by blocking flights , including Ivory Coast, Guinea-Bissau and Senegal, 
and yet the Obama administration has refused to do likewise despite innumerable public figures calling 
on the White House to take action.

The deadly Ebola virus could be mutating to become even more contagious, a leading U.S scientist has 
warned. 

The disease has killed nearly 4,000 people, infecting in excess of 8,000 - the majority in the West 
African nations of Guinea, Sierra Leone and Liberia. 

Communities lie in ruins, thousands of children have been orphaned, millions face starvation but the 
virus continues its unprecedented pace, invading and destroying vast swathes of these countries.

The majority of Ebola victims have been in 
West Africa in countries such as Liberia, Sierra Leone and Guinea 
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A health worker escorts a mother and her baby from a holding centre in Monrovia into an ambulance 
for transport to a treatment centre 

Meanwhile three nurses, two in the U.S. and one in Spain have caught the infection while treating 
Ebola patients, despite wearing protective suits. 

Now U.S. scientist Peter Jahrling of the National Institute of Allergy and Infectious Disease believes 
the current Ebola outbreak may be caused by an infection that spreads more easily than it did before. 

Dr Jahrling explained that his team, who are working in the epicentre of the crisis in the Liberian 
capital of Monrovia, are seeing that the viral loads in Ebola patients are much higher than they are used 
to seeing. 

He told Vox.com : 'We are using tests now that weren't using in the past, but there seems to be a belief 
that the virus load is higher in these patients [today] than what we have seen before. If true, that's a 
very different bug. 

'I have a field team in Monrovia. They are running [tests]. They are telling me that viral loads are 
coming up very quickly and really high, higher than they are used to seeing. 'It may be that the virus 
burns hotter and quicker.'
